14.—A prelim­ 
inary statem ent of the general re­ 
sults of the census of m anufacturers 
for the state of Oklahoma was issued 
by Census Director Durand. It in­ 
cludes 
a summary 
comparing 
the 
figures for 1901 and 1909, by state 
totals, prepared under the direction 
of Mr. William M. Steuart, chief sta­ 
tistician 
for 
manufactures, 
bureau 
of the census. 
The summary for the state shews 
a large (increase at the census ol 
1909 as compared with that for 1904. 
In the order of their importance, 
from 
a 
percentage 
standpoint, the 
principal items rank as follows: 
Number of ■salaried officials and 
clerks, 170 per A*, nt; 
salaries and 
wages, 164 per cent; miscellaneous 
expenses 157 per cent; value added 
by manufacture, 142 per cent; capi­ 
tal, 141 per cent, average number ol 
wage-earners, 141 per cent ; value of 
products, 119 per cent; cost cf ma­ 
terials used, 10^ per cent; and num­ 
ber of establishments, 106 per cent. 
There 
were 
2,."IO 
manufacturing 
establishm ents 
in 
1909, 
and 
1,123 
in 1904, an increase of 1,187 or IOO 
pe r cent. 
The capital invested, as reported 
in 1909, was $38,873,000, a gain of 
$22,749,000 or 141 per cent, over $16,- 
124.000 in 1904. The average capital 
per establishm ent for 1909 was ap­ 
proximately $17,000 and 
for 
1904. 
$15,000. In this connection it should 
be stated that the inquiry contained 
in the census schedule calls for the 
total amount of capital, both owned 
and borrowed and invested in th 
business but does not include the 
value of rented property, plant, or 
equipment which was employed 
in 
the conduct of m anufacturing enter­ 
prises. In the final bulletins and re­ 
ports the rental paid for such prop­ 
erty will be shown Separately. 
The cost of m aterials used in 1909 
was $33,034,153,000 as against $16,- 
394.000 in 1904, an increase of $17.- 
759,000, cr ICS per cent. The aver­ 
age cost of m aterials per ‘establish­ 
ment in 1909 and 1904 was approxi­ 
mately $15,000. 
In addition to the 
component m aterials which enter int 
the products of the establishment for 
the census year there are included 
fuel, rent of power and heat and mill 
supplies. The cost of materials, how­ 
ever, does not Include unused m ater­ 
ials and supplies b tight t ither for 
speculation or for use during a sub­ 
sequent period. 
Value of Products. 
The value of products in 1909 was 
$53,682,000, and $21,159,000 in 1904. 
an increase of $29,223,000 or 119 per 
cent. The average per establishment 
was approximately $23,000 in 1909, 
and $22,OOO in 1904. 
The value of products represents 
the product as actually turned cut 
by the factories during the census 
yvar and does not necessarily have 
any relation to the amount of sale' 
for that year.
